The Growth of Children 


SOME INTBEESTItU STATISTICS FROM THE 
PUBLIC SCHOOLS OF BOSTON. 

’ T 

The growth of children has b*en made 
the sobieet of very ingenious and original 
researches thrmmh s^me 25,000 measure¬ 
ments of the children in the public schools 
of this city, by Prof. Bowditch, -of tbe 
Harvard Medical 8 c1k>o 1, and published 
by the State Board <>t Health. Fn.i. 
Bowditch’s figures and tables appear to 
be tho most thoroughgoing and valuable 
as a b\*i§ for fdentifle dvMiucthm ft 
istence.; r 3m own summary.of the most 
important results he has obtained is us 
follows :— 

“The growth cf children takes place in 
such a way that until the age of 11 or 12 
years bovs arc both taller and heavier 
than gills of the same Age, but, at this 
period of life girls begin to grow very 
rapidly, and for the two or three years 
surpass boys of the.same age both height 
and weight; Boys then aennire and;re¬ 
tain a size superior to that of girls, who 
have now nearly completed their jull 
growth. Children born of American* 
born parents are m Massachusetts taller 
and heavier tbAn children of foreign-bore, 
parents, a superiority which seems to de¬ 
pend partly on the greater average com-, 
fort in which snch children live and grow 
up, And oartlv uoon differences of race or 
stock. Pupils of American parentage at 
the public Latin school and other high 
s3hools are (apparently for the same 
reasons)superibr in height and^ weight 
to the generality of boys of American 
parentage in the public schools, .and to 
English boys of the non-lAboringjclass at¬ 
tending public schools and universities, 
tho superiority is weight being as a rule 
more marked; than that in height,” 

It will bo tacit thnt several popular do- 
lusionc of long standing are here dispell¬ 
ed, and the regulation of physical and 
mental training so much the better guid¬ 
ed. The value and importance of the 
conclusion, however, are diminilhod by 
the very fact that they are unique, and 
other communities haveyet .no similar 
statistics. Whin such basis of compari¬ 
son has beeq supplied, the influence of 
geographical aud cliipatic condition on 
growing children may*be diwoverod the 
number of generations in which chinatic 
AHAnges are accomplished, the effect, if 
any/of the seasons of the year, the com¬ 
parative effect of city and of country life,

TURKEY. 

The Philippopolis inhabitant* have 
titiooed the Sultan for an armistice 
t*ve«n the belligoretits. 

The Turkish cavalry have taken poss¬ 
ession of fourteen additional abandoned 
araunition waggons within the lines pro 
viously oocjpied by the Russians at

The Porte has Usuetf * circular declar¬ 
ing that six thousand inoffensive persons 
of both sexes have been massacred in vari¬ 
ous villages by the Russians and Bul¬ 
garians. 

The publication of war news,favourable 
or unfavourable, has been prohibited at 
Constantinople. 

The Turkish troops have crossed the 
Montenegrin frontier, with the object of N 1 
preventing Prince Nioho^as besioging 
Nicsicp. 

KUHHXa. 

The Russians are establishing camps in 
Roumania to accomodate 200,000 men. 
and preparing for contingencies during 
the settlement of the Eastern question. 

Rustchuk is completely surrounded. 
The Russians are now conducting a spirit¬ 
ed campaign. 

The Russian press is furious in its at- 
tachs upon England’s “porfidious policy,” 
aud predicts serious difficulties. 

The officials at the Uttasikn Embassy 
threateningly declare that England's open 
support to Turkey would immediately 
release the Czar from the disinterested 
promises lie made at Livadia, and enable 
him to dictate his own terms of peace. 

Gortschakoff is colloctingjiroofs of the 
various occurrences at *,he seat of war 
which show that England is not acting 
upon the strict rules of neutrality. The 
Prince’s intention is to reserve thorn tor a 
dtting opportunity, which he is reported 
io have said Lord Derby may himself 
ioou supply.

Englisliforbearanca lias a limit, and the 
Movement with not shrink from protect- 
ng Constantinople from Russia. 

The British Cabinet has decided to re¬ 
inforce the garrison at Gibraltar and 
Malta, with three thousand men iuimcdi- 
ttely. 

The Times says while it is easy to uu 
lerstaud that there should bo a panic in 
Donstantinople, there is no excuse for a 
paric iu England. It culls on Uiusia to 
punish Cossacks who committed out¬ 
rages.

CHALLENGE TUOIHJY. 

The Standard in its report of theJWim- 
bledou meeting on the 12th inst., has the 
following :— 

The point of '.uteres*., however, is the 
Dominion of Canada Challenge Trophy, 
which has excited the admiration id all 
beholders. !t is a splendid work of art, 
manufactured bv Messrs. Elkiugton A 
Co., from designs by Mr. Wyon, of 
Regent street. It is a massive silver 
shield. In the centro is an emblematic 
figure of Canada, and round it are group¬ 
ed in seven sections representation ot the 
seven triumphs of Rome, Forming an 
niter circle to these groupthtge the coats 
of arms of the seven Canadian Provinces 
set in enamel ; and on an outer rim of 
polished ebony are sot the monograms of 
the seven Provinces of Canada in letters 
of solid gold. The shield revolves on a 
concealed pivot, but apparently it in sup¬ 
ported on a pedestal about teu inches in 
ueiglit, formed of Canadian maple oak,

Increasing the Sale of Cheese. 

A recent issue of the Chicago Weokly 
Time# says : ‘‘Many grocers in this city 
affirm that the consumption of cheese is 
decreasing. It seems certain that it is 
not increasing anywhere in the countiy. 

* But for the foreura demand it is plain 
that the manufacture of cheese would no 
longer be profitable. It becomes the 
manufacturers of cheese to carefully con¬ 
sider whj the home demand for the pro¬ 
duct does OQt increase rather than de¬ 
crease, and to devise plans for making 
cheese a more popular article of diet. It 
is altogether lively that manufacturers of 
cheese have not sufficiently studied the 
demands of the home market. They have 
been content to make for the most part 
the kind of cheese that is fashionable in 
England. The cheese average %fc>out 60 
pounds weight, and are of very nearly 
uniform flavor and appearance. It is 
certain that they satisfy the demands, of 
the ^market in Great Britain^ where 
cheese comes into competition with beef 
as an article of food. Being regarded as 
a substantial articlo o* general diet rather 
than as a table condiment, it is purchased 
in quite liberal quantities. 

In this country, however, cheese is re¬ 
garded as a condiment rather than an 
article of iood, and accordingly it comes 
into competition, not*with beef, pork 
and muttpn.but with canned fruits,pickles 
and jellies. It is accordingly purchased 
in quite small quantities, and a sixty 
pound cheese cuts to very poor advantage 
when customers call for slices weighing 
from one to throe pounds. A large sur¬ 
face is left exposed to the vile odors of a 
grocery every time a slice is taken off. 
Of course the surface dries, cracks ami 
presents*a very unsightly appearance. It 
does not look well wneii seen by the side 
of tine jars and bottles of canned fruits, 
jellies and pickles. The latter are gener¬ 
ally tastefully arranged on shelves, while 
the former is placed on a board on the far 
end of the counter and in the immediate 
proximity to kegs of plug tobacco, barrels 
of onions, tanks of keroseno oil and boxes 
of codfish. Tho cheese being an absorb¬ 
ent of gases, of course has the flavor of 
all these substances to a greater or less 
extent. Its positions, surroundings, ap¬ 
pearance, and acquired flavors arc all 
against it. 

It is a qucstioii'if smaller cheese would 
not cut to better advantago and sell more 
readily. If manufacturers of cheese wish 
to incroaso their sales, let them study the 
demands of the market and endeavor to 
supply them. This is what the manufac¬ 
turers of other • commodities do, and 
and cheese makers bhould learn from the 
experience of others. 


Sure Death # to the Currant Worm 
The destruction of the currant hushes 
for years past by worms has been the 
moans of enhancing tho price of that very 
valuable fruit in most markets,while with 
a little care it can ho cheaply protected. 
It is a well known fact that white helle¬ 
bore is sure death to tho currant worm, 
but at the samo time many will not ti v it, 
whilo others apply it in such a way that 
it «is soon washed off by rains, or only 
touches the top and outsido leaves, leav¬ 
ing the inside of tho bunch of bushes for 
the worm to feed upon. The whole se¬ 
cret is to apply it on tlip under side of the 
leaves, where tho worm fastens to eat. 
To do this, I take a pioco of cotton cloth 
that the powder will shako through 
sparingly, about ten inches square ; put 
in about four ounces of tho powder, and 
gather it up around tho end , f a stick 
about three feet long and tie it on, mak¬ 
ing a sort of bag at the end. I then 
make tho application in the morning 
before the dew is otFby opening tho bunch 
of bushes and putting the bag end down 
nearly to the bottom and shake it, the 
current of air is then upward, and the 
leaves being damp, the powder stick s on 
the under side. If tho current "f air is 
then upward, and the loaves being damp.

The whole se¬ 
cret is to apply it on the under side of the 
leaves, where the worm fastens to eat. 
To do this, I take a pioco of cotton cloth 
that the powder will shake through 
iparingly, about ten inches square ; put 
in about four ounces of the powder, and 
gather it up around tho end . f a stick 
about three feet long and tie it on, mak¬ 
ing a sort of bag at the end. I thou 
make tho application in the morning 
before the dew is otf by opening the bunch 
of bushes and putting tho bag end down 
nearly to the bottom and shako it, tho 
current of air is then upward, and the 
leaves being damp, the powder sticks on 
the under side. If tho current <>f air is 
then upward, and the loaves being damp, 
the powder sticks to the under'side. H 

the current of nir is a little sideways, 
shake low on tho wind side on tho out¬ 
side of tho bunch of bushes. It is not 
best to wait the appearance of the worm, 
but doctor tbo bushes as soon as the 
blossoms arc well developed and tho 
leaves are half or two thirds grown, land 
again after tho fruit has fairly set. This 
will usually do the work for tlie season.

There was a light breeze blowing at the 
time, and by holding my sieve in a favor¬ 
able position, tlie lime covered nearly 
every leal, above and below, causing the 
whole to look as though there had lu-en a 
heavy snow squall, 'Pile result was 
much moro favorable than I expected. 

Iu fact I havcuot been able to find more 
than ball a dozeu bugs on my potatoes 
since ; and they look as thoroughly de¬

Take a tablospoonful of clioride of 
lime in liquid state, mix with a quart of 
pure spring water. The leaves must be 
soaketf in this mixture for four l^oiirs 
(more or less, according to the delicacy or 
coarseness of the ieaf structure); then . 
take out and well washed irt a large basin ! 
tilled with water ; after which they 
should bo left to dry, with free exposure 
to light and air. 2. Perhaps the most 
effectual way is, first to dip the leaves in 
boiling water, then immerse them in 
dilute sulphuric acid, containing from ten 
to twenty per cent of tho acid.
